DECEPTION ISLAND (Reu- 
ters}—Snow and ice in this small 
Antarctic harbor are delaying an 
attempt by FO. Peter Borden St. 
Louis, Canadian bush pilot, from 
| flying to the rescue of 11 British 
| scientists, stranded in the lonely 
polar wastes for two years. 

St. Louis, an Ottawa officer 
| loaned to a British relief expedi- 
tion by the RCAF. arrived 
here with the party aboard the 
relief Ship Jétin Biscoe. Aboard 
is a Norseman plane in Which 
St. Louis will make the 400-mile 
| flight to lonely “Base E” where 
| the 11 scientists are. 

Everyone. in. the expedition, 
from Cmdr. H. Kirkwood down, 
watches every tide anxiously, 
hoping it will free the waters and 
enable all the rescue gear to be 
unloaded from the Biscoe. 

In addition to St. Louis’ “hu- 
man cargo,” which he will have 
to bring off in two or three 
flights, his plane will also carry 
valuable s¢ientific equipment and 
records of the work the 11 scien 
tists have been doling in their 
two years in the Antarctic.

As she described the scene, it brought back many 
mémories of this famous residence of the British Prime Min- 
isters where I have more than once been an onlooker from 
outside 

’ Downing Street is 4ghort, ‘blind street, just off Whitehall, 
with the Foreign Office jm one side, and on the other about 
four or five tall old houses, of which No. 10 is one. 
HISTORY MADE HERE 
FoR MANY YEARS, history has been made within its walls 

as successive British Prime Ministers from Walpole on have 
made it their town residence. Many a fateful meeting has 
taken placé within..its famous rooms, meetings which have 
sometimes changed the destiny of nations. 

Churchill lived there throughout ‘the darkest days of the 
war and, as he recalls in his Memoirs, it was once hit by a Ger-* 
man bomb. Fortunately, no one was injured and the chief 
damage was confined to the kitchens. 

Few people are aware that Downing Street named 
after Sir George Downing, an English soldier, who erectéd the 
houses in the 17th century, and whose name was given to the 
street 250 years. ago.

F ALL DRIVERS IN BRITISH COLUM- 

bia exercised the same caution every 
time they took charge of a car that they 
do when they go through their road tests 
to prove their ability to operate an auto- 
mobile, there would be few accidents. Once 
they have received licenses, however, | 
all too miany of them lapse into habits of 
carelessness that contribute to the shocking | 
toll of mishaps on the highway. 

Similarly, when drivers encounter 
known hazardous conditions—bad roads, 
poor ‘visibility through fog, or icy pave. 
ments they automiatically apply their 
minds more closely to the task of keeping 
their cars under control. Conversely, when 
the roads fie good, when vision is clear, 
and when surfaces offer excellent traction, | 
they are frequently inclined to “step ot it” 
and ignore the warnings the speeddémeter |

OTTAWA (CP)—The Supreme 
Court of Canada today allowed 
in part # claim bythe Six Na 
tions Indians for right to appeal 
to the Exchequer Court -of 
Canada in what the Indians con- 
tend is a long-standing debt owed 
them by the Crown.
